City Gets 
Ready For 
1938 Taxes 


List Beinj? Prepared for 
City Clerk Before Oct. l f 
When Payments Are Due 


Taxes are due Oct. 1. 
Anticipating the 1938 collections, 
the city has been at work prepar­ 
ing the new tax book. 
Miss Alma Elmore of this city, 
who has had several years exper­ 
ience working on tax books, for 
the past few weeks at the City 
Hall has been listing the taxpayers 
of Sikeston and each person’s bill 
for City Clerk A. C. Barrett. 
She 
is nearing the end of her long and 
detailed list and in the first days 
of October will turn 
the 
book 
over to City Collector Joe Mathis. 
For the first time in a number 
of years, the city levy 
has 
been 
increased. 
It goes from $1.10 to 
$1.20 per $100 valuation. 
The in­ 
crease comes in the sinking fund 
levy—raised from 60 to 70 cents 
per $100 to meet city bond obliga­ 
tions. The general revenue charge 
is 50 cents, the legal limit, which 
has been in force for a number of 
years. 


PAYMENT DEADLINE 


The tax deadline is Jan. 1 for 
payment without penalty. 
It has been Miss Elmore's task 
to list the taxpayers alphabetically 
ond then determine the 
amount 
owed by each according 
to 
his 
property valuation. She spent the 
greater part of this week at Ben­ 
ton taking down the Sikeston as­ 
sessments and property 
descrip­ 
tions as determined on the county 
book by County Assessor 
Lynn 
An cell. 
Real estate, personal, poll and 
cefetery taxes determine the bill. 
Poll and cemetery are constant at

Auto, merchant, liquor 
and dog licenses are also handled 
by the city collector but are 
not 
listed on the tax book. 
They are 
collected at another time. 
It is believed the city valuation 
will be higher this year, because of 
new buildings and because of two 
new additions the Lillian A. Smith 
ub-division and East Acres. 
The 
Chaney Addition at the south edge 
of the city did not become a part 
of the municipality early enough 
to be included on the 1938 book. 
Assessments are made about 
18 
months in advance.

Would Eliminate Sudden 
Death in O il Fields 


Geo. Steele, Jr., Son of Local Man, 
Invents Remarkable Safety Device 


George Steele, Jr., worked in a 
Wyoming oil field near Casper. He 
had a roommate buddy who work­ 
ed on a different shift. 
One day 
word came to George 
that 
his 
buddy had been killed, 
horribly 
mangled when caught by a cable 
being wound around a "cathead”, 
or drum, at an oil derrick. 
A short 
time 
before, 
while 
George was visiting his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. George Steele, Sr., 
at Sikeston, he received word thut 
a fellow employe whom he know 
well had accidently got too close 
to the cathead. 
He, too, died 
a 
quick but horrible death. 


FOOD FOR THOUGHT 


The death of his roommate set 
young George—he is only 23 years 
old—to thinking. Anyone who got 
too near the cathead, who slipped i 
and fell 
against 
it, 
or 
whose 
clothes accidently touched it, was 
wound beneath the cable on the 
drum and never came out olive. 
To men in the oil fields it was a 
frequent occurence. 
They shrug­ 
ged their shoulders ond took it as 
part of the game. 
But to George these were neecf- 
less deaths. 
While packing 
his 
buddy's clothes to send them 
to 
the dead youth’s grieving parents, 
George resolved to do something 
about this sudden death In the oil 
fields. 
He went so far as to quit his job 


in order to seek a 
solution. 
He 
found it. 
It is a safety device on 
the cathead—fruits of three weeks 
work in a shed behind his room­ 
ing house in Wyoming. The elder 
Steele vouches for the fact that it 
stops instantly cathead whirling 
at the rate of 1800 revolutions per 
minute. 
George has already had 
some 
handsome offers from manufact­ 
urers of oil well machinery and is 
debating on which offer to take. 
Perhaps it is well to 
explain 
that oil nowadays is drilled by a 
rotary screw. 
As the screw goes 
deeper into the earth, sand and 
rock, socking the 
“black 
gold”, 
more pipe must be 
attached 
to 
take care of the oil, should oil be 
found. 
This pipe must be hoisted 
up inside the derrick, 
over 
the 
hole, and attached. 
To 
do 
the 
hoisting, there is a pully at 
the 
top of the derrick. 
The cable to 
the cathead runs over this pully 
and is attached to the pipe. 
It Is 
in winding the cable around 
the 
cathead, hoisting the pipe, that the 
men working near the drum 
are 
close to death. 


EASY TO UNDERSTAND

In many factories 
bulbs are dusted on a regular seho- 
ilule, since a dust accumulation cuts 
down the light output.

Replace Blackened Bulbs 
Bulbs that are blackened on the 
inside should bo replaced with new 
ones. 
They are now hurtling lesa 
economically than when new, and 
will soon burn out anyway.

American-made bulbs of good manu­ 
facture blacken very seriously be­ 
fore th ey go out. but If they do it 
is

because they 
have 
burned beyond their normal life. 
Empty sockets, from which lamps 
have been taken for some other lo­ 
cation. are often a source of irrita­ 
tion when one turns on a switch . . . 

Prepare the 
soekets for use by installing bulbs 
made by a good manufacturer.

Plan to Seed Winter 


Cover Crops Now 


Now is the time 
when 
every 
New Madrid county farmer should 
be planning for his winter cover 
crops, as the seeding date is rapid­ 
ly approaching. 
In fact it is 
al­ 
ready here for pasture crops such 
as rye and barley, 
according 
to 
County Agent Broom. 
Legumes such as crimson clover, 
vetch, bur clover, 
sweet 
clover, 
etc. should be seeded during the 
first pait 
of 
October 
provided 
moisture conditions are favorable. 
It L not advisable as a 
rule 
to 
sow until the 
severe 
hot 
dry 
weather is pretty well past, other­ 
wise the seed will probably germ­ 
inate, but the young tender plants 
will be killed 
On the other hand 
it is not advisable to wait too late 
as the plants will not get sufficient 
hold to carry through the winter. 
The use of legumes in the reg­ 
ular farming of New Madrid coun­ 
ty farmers is becoming more and 
more important each year. Even 
though a large per cent of land is 
comparatively new and still pro­ 
duces good, yet the

Uniform Cotton Bale 


For Export is Urged 


New Orleans. Sept. 16.—A F ed ­ 
eral agriculturist said today the 
United States should follow the 
lead of foreign countries in pro­ 
ducing a uniform, 
well 
packed 
bale of cotton for export. 
He is P. K 
Norris, agricultural 
commissioner of the 
D epartm ent 
of Agriculture, who has just 
re ­ 
turned from a tour of the princi­ 
pal cotton-growing nations of the 
world. 
In most of those countries, he 
said, the governm ent regulates the 
type of cotton, supervises its b al­ 
ing and assures the grade. 
T hey 
use, he said, a high density com ­ 
press m achine made in this coun­ 
try but not used here. 
"A fter the cotton is ginned, it is 
sampled and compressed in one 
process," he said. ‘‘It is then clear­ 
ly stenciled as to quality and net 
weight. 
The single com press m a­ 
chine eliminates the three or four 
sam ples taken from the bale, giv­ 
ing it its ragged appearance. 
"W hat the cotton industry needs 
is a Federal law completely revis­ 
ing our present system, providing 
for sale of cotton at net 
weight, 
and Federal supervision over gin­ 
ning and compressing."
